AN IMPORTANT DECisION.—The 
tollowing opinion, rendered by Chief 
Justice Pearson, will be found ot in- 
terest to the general public: 

Wilsonvs. Jenkins and Rielly.—Our 
labor in deciding this case is much 
lightened by the discussion of Shaf- 
fer vs Jenkins, and the opinion de- 
livered in that case at this term. 

The General Assembly has abso- 
lute control over the finances of the 
State. The Public Treasurer and 
Auditor are mere ministerial officers, 
bound to obey the orders of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, 

It follows that the courts have no 

wer to compel, by mandamus, the 

ublic Treasurer to pay a debt, which 
the General Assembly has directed 
him not to pay, or the Auditor to 
give a warrant upon the Treasurer, 
whieh the General Assembly has di- 
rected him not to give, unless the act 
of the General Assembly be void, as 
violating the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States or of the State. 

Our case presents these facts, brief- 
ly set out. The constitution of 1868 
orders the General Assembly to pro- 
vide for the prompt payment of the 
interest on the public debt. Carry- 
ing out this order, the General As- 
sembly in 1868 directed the Pubiie 
‘T'reasurer to pay the interest on the 
lawful debt of the State out of any 
money not otherwise appropriated. 
The amendment to the constitution 
in 1874 repeals the act of 1868, and 
enacts that the Public Treasurer shal] 
not pay the interest of the bonded 
debt of the State except as may be 
hereafter provided for, and that the 
Auditor shall not audit or recognize 
any claim for interest on the debt of 
the State. Thus following the no- 
tions of the people in accepting the 
constitution of 1868 and the amends 
ment in 1874. In Mareh, 1874, the 
plaintiff a large amount of the 
coupons on bonds of the State, and 
demanded payment of the Publie 
‘Treasurer, who refused to pay,on the 
ground that he had no funds not 
otherwise appropriated; on the furth- 
er ground that should such funds be 
in hand he would not be at liberty to 
pay all of the fund to the plaintiif 
and leave the other creditors wholly 
unpaid, but would divide the fund 
pro rata, and on the further ground 
that the claims of the plaintiff had 
not been passed on by the Auditor. 

The plaintiff then demanded of the 
Auditor that he should pass upon his 
debts and give a warrant upon the 
Publie Treasurer. To this demand 
the Auditor replied he had no right 
to interfere, Whereupon the plaintiff 
again demanded payment of — the 
Publie ‘Treasurer, stating that he was 
advised that as his debt was liquida- 
ted and wasevidenced by a plain ob- 
ligation to pay a specific sum, there 
was 10 oceasion for a warrant of the 
Auditor. ‘The Pubiie Treasurer again 
failed to pay, and this action was 
commenced. To avoid confusion,we 
wiil for the present, put the fact that 
the plaintiffs action was pending at 
the date of the passage of the act, 
Noveinber, 1874, aside, and consider 
the legal effect of the act of 1868, 
directing the Publie Treasurer to pay 
ihe interest and the aet of 1874 direc- 
ting the Public Treasurer not to pay 
such interest, and the Auditor not 
to give his warrant for the payment 
of the same. 

it was said on the argument, the 
aet of 1574 impairs the obligation of 
the contract. What eontract? The 
original contract,'nduced by the State 
bonds and coupous, remains in taet 
and is not at all impaired; the terms 
are not changed and the remedy ex- 
isting at the execution of the* bonds 
and evupons are now plainly the 
same. ‘The actof 1868, directing the 
Treasurer to apply any monies re- 
maining in hand, not otherwise ap- 
propriated, to discharge interest upon 
the lawful debt of the State, mukes 
nonew contract, nor does it add to 
the original contract—it is in nosense 
of the worda contract; it is a separate 
action of the Gereral Assembty, for 
which the publie creditors paid no 
eopsideration and in which they 
took no part. It is simply an order 
of the General Assembiy, given to its 
ministerial officer, which it hada 
right to countermand at any time be- 
fore it was executed. Dixon vs. 
Pace 6, N. €., In 
point. One Evans owed Dixon 
$250. Evans sent to Paee, his 
agent, $250, with directions to pay 
itto Dixon. Pace saw proper to ap- 
ply itto other delts, and his aetion 
wus ratified by levans. It is held 
that Myans had grigvht to ecounter- 
mand his order at any time before 
Pace had paid it over to Dixon-—for 
Dixon had done nothing to vest in 
him aright ofaction forthe money 
against Pace and his condition was 
not changed, he had paid no consi- 
deration, and much depended on the 
contract with Evans. 

In Charles River Bridge Co. vs. 
Warren Bridge, 11 Peters, 581, Justice 
MeLean says: ‘After a careful ex- 
amination of the question adjudged 
by this Court, they scem not to have 
decided in any case Uhat the contract 
is impaired, within the meaning of 
the Constitution, wien the action of 
the State has not been on the con- 
tract. Here the action was not on 
the contract, but was collateral, and 
was merely the expression of the 
volition of the General Assembly in 
respect thereto, which, as we have 
seen, could be changed to conform to 
the varying will of the people as ex- 
pressed by the amendment to the 
Constitution at any time before such 
volition had been carried in eiTect 

Had the plaintiff received the 
money, he would have acquired a 
vested right beyond the reach of any 
amendment to the Constitution and 
of the act 1874, for if the General As- 
sembly had afterwards passed an act 
requiring him to pay back tle money 
and making his failure to do soa 
misdemeanor, the statute would have 
been void as expos tfacto. Itis said 
the plaintiff would have got the 


money but for the wrongful refusal. 


of the executive officer to obey the 
act of 1568. That may be so, but 
still he did not get the money, and a 
‘‘miss is as good as amile.’’ We 
come now to consider how far the 
fact that he had made a demand 
upon the ‘Treasurer and Auditor 
and had commenced an action, 
which was pendingand / being 
tried at the time the act of Novem- 
ber, 1874, was passed can affect the 
question. We are not able to see 
any principle upon which that cir- 
cumstance can make a difference, 
He acquires no right of property, 
nor did he ever acquire a lien by the

| his condition asa creditor of the State 
or surrendered any right, and still 
has his contract with the State and 
his remedy unimpaired just as it was 
when the contract was entered into. 
All that he can complain of is that 
the people haveseen proper toamend 
the Constitution, and in accordance 
thereto the General Assembly has 
repealed the act of 1868, under which 
he had hoped to have his coupons 
satisfied.

None 
ased on contract as we have seen ; 
at most a mere expectation that Lee’s 
money would be paid under an act 
which the General Assembly had 
passed in obedience to the Constitu- 
tion andas an act of justice ; but the 
people had power to amend the Con- 
stitution, and the General Assembly 
had power to repeal the act in accor- 
danee with the amendments ; so the 
plaintiff had acquired no Jegal right 
under the act of 1868, within the 
meaning of the statute referred to. 
Ii he had, the repealing act of 1874, 


being directly called for by the 
amendment of the Constitution, 


would over-ride a general provision 
of thekind, A compiete answer to 
the position, however, is that the act 
of 1874 not only repeals the act of 
1868, but in section 2 and 8, in s9 
many words, forbids the Treasurer 
from paying, and the Auditor from 
recognizing, any cjaim for principal 
or interest of the bonded bebt of the 
Slate except as may be hereafter pro- 
vided for by law. There is no error, 
Affirmed. PEARSON, C.J.

Richmond and Danville Railrond 
Company, is declared valid, with 
power to the lessee to change the 
guage between Greensboro and Char- 
Jotte, or through the entire length 
of the road if desired.) 


DECISION OF THE GUAGE CASE.— 
About three years ago the N.C. 
kh. Co. leased its entire road from 
Goldsboro to Charlotte to the Riech- 
mond and Danville R. R. Co., who 
also own and operate the Greensboro 
and Danville R. RR. In the lease isa 
provision authorizing the lessee (o 
change the guage of the N.C. R. ft. 
either between Greensboro and Char- 
lotte, or throughout the entire length 
of the road. 

The R. & D. R. R. Co. proposed 
about two years since to change the 
guage of that part of the road be- 
tween Greensboro and Charlotte to 
make it the same guage with the 
roads running north from Greens- 
boro and south from Charlotte. Their 
object is said to be to prevent the 
necessity of making the through 
travel change cars at these points. 

When the R. & D. R. Co, threat. 
ened to make this alteration, the 
Attorney General on bebaif of the 
State interfered, aud brought suit to 
enjoin the proposed change. 

Judge Albertson heard the case 
and granted an injunction forbidding 
the change of guaze. The h. & D. 
Rk. R. Co. appealed and the case has 
now been pending in the Supreme 
Course for nearly two years. Yester- 
day the decisiou was rendered ; Judge 
Settle delivering the opinion. 

The Supreme Court held: | 

Ist. That the lease is good and 
binding. 

2nd. That the R. & D. R. R. Co. 
has a right to alter the guage be- 
tween Greensboro and Charlotte, or 
throughout the entire length of the N. 
C. R. R., as they may deem proper. 


THE NATIONAL BANKS OF RAL- 
FIGH.—We published a few days 
since the quarterly statements of the 
Citizens’, Kaleigh and State National 
Banks of this citv, and were pleased 
to note the excellent condition of 
these institutions, denoting a posi- 
tive healthy financial condition of 
our city at present. At the 
State National Bank indi- 
vidual deposits at the close of the 
quarter were $337,000, while the gen- 
eral profit and loss account footed

individual deposits were $290,755.51.

SENATE. 


SEVENTY-SEVENTH DAY. 


March 11th. 


Senate met at 11 o’clock, Lieut.

Speaker of the next Congress. It 
ought never to have been thought 
of fora moment. The South must 
be content with a back seat for years 
to come, and must uuite in bestow- 
ing the honors among those who 
have proved the strongest friends of 
justice and harmony. There are num- 
bers of such to select from, and at 
present to our minds the claims may 
be equally divided between Randall 
and Cox, or Wood and Kerr, ail 
National men, with big Nationa! 
hearts. 


Is tHE House of Representatives 
ashamed of what it has done that it 
permits Thorne, the expelled mem- 
ber, to retain his seat in the House 
with apparently the same rights as 
when he was a member? ‘There is 
a consistency in things, and if he 
was declared unworthy of his seat, 
it seems proper that the expulsion 
from the House should be real, and 
not technical, something more than 
striking his name from the roi] and 
the deprivation of pay. More than 
this, he has used his desk as the 
point from which he has fulminated 
his thunders against the Lecisla- 
ture, and uses the very Hall from 
which he was expelled (?) to ped- 
dle his pamphileis. Is this consis- 
tent ? 


- Tue Legislature of Virginia has 
passed a bill appropriating $10,000 
for the encouragement of immigra- 
tion. We believe there is a bill of 
the same nature in the Senate of 
North Carolina. We fear our means 
are too limited to appropriate a sum 
large enough to do any real good, 
For we cannot think anything can 
be accomplished without a wise lib- 
erality.- Yet we believe it would be 
the wisest investment the State 
could make, which wonld draw pop- 
ulation into our midst, and fill up 
the large areas of vacant land 
everywhere to be found. The in- 
crease in taxation from these new 
sources would soon repay the origi- 
nal outlay, and be the foundation of 
a constantly increasing source of 
revenue. 


THE CONVENTION BILL 
Introduced into the Senate on Wed- 


nesday is the one which with slight 


amendments will probably be the 


one adopted. It is one certainly 


adapted to silence all the seruples 
of the opponents of the proposi- 
tion, even if it does not fill the 
measure of its friends. There is 
cnough concession in it to satisfy 
the most exacting, enough of cau- 
tion to reassure the most timid, and 
enough of deference to the changes 
of the times to obtain the support 
of the most intensely loyal. If the 
restrictions provided for in the bill 
are scrutinized, it will be observed 
that the Convention will be power- 


thought tobe imperilled, if indeed 
the restrictions do not go so far as 
to weaken it for effective good. 
he bill has been introduced as 
the # of concession, and we 
now an undivided support 
from the Democratic party. It has 
become a measure of the party, but 
which we believe will commend it- 
self to some Republicans in both 
Honse, as it does to large numbers 
of Republicans throughout the 
State. As a purty measure, it should 
now commend the undivided sup- 
port of every Democratic vote in 
the General Assembly. Individuals 
cannot thwart with impunity the 
purposes of alarge majority, they 
cannot imperil the vital principles 
of party organization, without im- 
periling their own safety by the in- 
jury to the common cayse. The 
consequences of independentzaction 
are not problematical. They are 
seen everywhere. 


New Hampsnimn is another illus- 
tration of the danger, or rather of 
unreliable character of isolated elec- 
tions, Standing alone, such States 
invite the whole force of every gov- 
ernmental infiuence that ean be 
brought into action. There can be 
little doubt, that freed from outside 
pressure, New Hampshire would 
have gone decidedly Democratic, 
almost a sueeessful one. It was 
of vast importanee to the Adminis- 
tration that this State should lead 
off (or beled off) in the direction 
of Republicanism to restore the 
prestige of the party.. Enough has 
been gained under most unpropi- 
tious influences to cheer the Demo- 
crats, and to convince them that 
what they have gained in the last 


during. 


Ix rue discussion of the Conven- 
tion bill, we wish to make a sugges- 


One of the causes of complaint 
against the present Constitution 1s 
the want of a power, often asked, 
to exempt manufacturing enterprises 
fora period of years from taxation, 
by which capital would be drawn 
into the State to occupy some of the 
numberless fine localities. Georgia 
hgs derived great advantage from 


her freedom on this point, and Ten- 
nressee has also put it into practice, 
and it is believed that the prosperi- 
ty of this State would receive a new 
and immediate impulse if capital 
could be made free in its invest- 
ments, at least until returns become 
profitable. We hope the door will 
not again be closed against this hb- 
erty of action by such permanent re- 
strictions as can never again be un- 


cone, 


THE STATE DEBT BILL. 

However meagre the provision 
made in the bill providing for the 
settlement and commutation of the 
State debt may appear in the eyes 
of the creditors, we, as North Caro- 
linians, my feel just pride and sat- 
isfaction in the bill which passed 
the House of Representatives on 
Wednesday night, and which, with 
trifling amendment, isin the same 
form in which it came from the 
Senate. With the adoption of 
these amendments by the Senate, a 
thing of certainty, the bill may be 
considered a finality so far as de- 
pends upon the action of the Legis- 
lature. And no iuture legislature 
will go a step further forward. 

ihe Committee on the State Debt 
had a difficult duty to fulfill, and a 
laborious work to perform. They 
had to preserve the honor of the 
State by recognizing and providing 
for all just claims against it, and 
they had to protect the people of 
the State by making the burden as 
light as could be borne. When it 
is remembered that the assessed 
value of the property of the State 
is now one hundred and forty mil- 
lions as against upwards of four 
hundred millions before the war, 
and when it is remembered also 
that in connection with this vast 
contraction or destruction of values, 
there is added a heavy taxation on 
industries for national purposes, to- 
gcther with already heavy domestic 
taxes, it will be seen that the recog- 

nition of old obligations upon the 
basis fixed in the bill, is in fair pro- 
portion to the present ability of the 
State to meet. 

But having reached the point to 
which the committee had arrived, 
there was a firm purpose on the 
part of the majority to sustain its 
conclusions. ‘Lhe offensive sugges- 
tion had but one consistent advo- 
cate. Other gentlemen, in their 
opposition to the bill, did say they 
favored repudiation. But we will 
do Messrs. Gudger and Boyd the 
justice to state, that while advocat- 
ing their own peculiar views they 
were extreme in their expressions, 
yet upon the final vote they ranged 
themselves on the side of State 
honor and voted with the majority. 
Mr. Norment alone openly advoca- 
ted repudiation and stuck to his 
colors by voting against the bill. 
Of the others who voted against 
the bill, but who took no part in 
the debate, we will not ‘undertake 
to say that they jwould favor repu- 
diation, but they find themselves in 
exceedingly bad company. * 

Much is due to the insttumental- 
ity of the representative from’ Burke 
in the perfeciion of the bill which 
passed, and to his earnest efforts 
and clear statements, much of its 
success in the House was due. . Mr. 
Tate has devoted a mind singularly 
bright in financial matters to the 
service of the State in other impor- 

reaut questions—in none with more 
signal service and ability than in 
this public debt question. 

Nearly all of the talent of the 
House was arrayed on one side, and 
the bill found most earnest advoca- 
cy in Messrs. McRae, Moring, Men- 
denhall, Mebane, Patton, Candler 
and others, and was opposed by

| Messrs. Gudger, Boyd and Nor- 


ment, though the two former of 
these gentlemen voted for it. 

The bill passed by a vote of 83 
to 25, a most decided voice against 
the doctrine of repudiation. A 
majority embracing Republicans as 
well as Democrats may be tan as 
a fair index of the sentiment of 
their constituents, and North Carc- 
lina has given another signal evi- 
dence of that, honesty which has 
been her great characteristic. She 
has given out ef her poverty all 
that she could spare, and ii she has 
fallen short of the expectations of 
her creditors, she has at least the 
satisfaction of knowing tiat she did 
all her condition permitted her to 
do. She can bear the complaints of 
the dissatisfied with great philoso- 
phy.

Foreign News. 


PARIs, March 11.—The Courier de 
France reports that M. Du Favre has 
drawn up a programme of the policy 
for the new Ministry. The leading 
features of which are as follows: 
The Assembly on meeting after the 
Easter holidays are to vote for the 
budget. ‘ihe Senatorial elections to 
be held next September. The dis- 
solution of the Assembly to follow 
in October. The government to de- 
mand the maintenance of the pre- 
sent electoral syetem and to raise the 
state of siege in all the depots except 
the Seine, the Rhone and_ the 
Bouches du Rhone. 


LONDON, Mareh 11.—A Berlin cor- 
respondent telegraphs that Germany 
has asked Italy whethershe will con- 
tinue toexempt the Pope from the 
obligations of the law, and complains 
that he is now abusing the liberty 
given him for the purpose of fomen- 
ting rebellion in Germany. 


VIENNA, March 11.—Francis Jo- 
seph has received and accepted the 
resignation of Baron Schworz Sen- 
born Austro, Hungarian Minister to 
Washington. 

BERLIN, March 11.—There is no 
foundation for the report in the 
Tagsblatt that France intended to 
concentrate her troops in the eastern 
Departments experimentally, and 
Germany threatened to mobilize two 
army corps on the Rhine if she per- 
sisted. 

Lonpon, March 11.—The Zines’ 
Paris special correspondent says that 
Mac Mahon, by yielding to the in- 
trigues of the Bonapartists and re- 
fusing to make Duke d Audiifsett 
Pasquier Minister of Interior, has 
dealt a deadly blow at the reseryed 
respect which all parties previously 
entertained for the head of State. 
Mac Mahon yesterday wrote a letter 
insisting that Buflit Duke d Audiil- 
sett Pasquier will probably be elected 
President of the Assembly. 


HAVANA, March 11.—Count Val- 
maseda, the newly elected Captain 
General of Cuba, arrived to-day. He 
landed at noon and was received with 
the usual ceremonies. A _ reinforce- 
ment of one thonsand soldiers also 
arrived to-day from Spain.

FROM NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


The Election ot Governor Goes tothe 
Legisiature—The Latter Claimed 
to be Republican—A Close Race, 


Concorp, N. H., March 11.—Re- 
turns from all but eight towns of the 
State have been received at the As- 
sociated Press office here. The foot- 
ings of these towns are as follows: 
259 towns and wards give Cheney, 
Republican, 38,771 ; Roberts, Demo- 
crat, 58,688 ; White, temperance, and 
seattering, 678. The same towns last 
year gave McCutchins, Republican, 
33,860; Weston, Democrat, 35,205; 
Blackmar, temperance and scatter- 
ing, 2,077; Republican net gain 2,827; 
Cheney’s minority 595. The towns 

et to be heard from gave last year, 

eCutchins, Republican, 281; Wes- 
ton, Democrat, 313; scattering, ad- 
ding last year’s vote in these towns 
makes the Republican net gain 2,788 
and Cheney’s minority 634. The 
footings from the First Congressional 
Distriet elect Jones, Dem., by 472 
es Bell, Dem., in the Second 

istrict, by 154 plurality, and Blair, 
Rep., in the Third District, by 73 
plurality, estimating four towns in 
Coos county not returned to give the 
same vote as last year. The Repub- 
licans have a majority in the House, 
but the exact figures cannot be given, 
they claim a majority of from six to 
twelve. The footings of the several 
Senatorial Districts indicate that 
they stand five Republicans, five 
Democrats and two Districts having 
no choice. There is no election of 
Governor by the people, and the duty 
of selection will devolve upcn the 
Legislature, which will doubtless 
elect Cheney, the Republican candi- 
date. The Democrats claim a ma- 
jority in the Council, though the 
Districts have not been figured suf- 
ficiently to determine finally. The 
vote in the State yesterday is said to 
have been the largest ever polled.

There is no prospect 
of his retention, but it may be 
that unless the Republicans of 
Maeon rally to the support of 
Mr. Glover, the President may be 
compelled to withdraw his name and 
substitute therefor some of the other 
candidates, among whom are Mc- 
Burney and Bond, the latter of whom 
was turned out without cause, to give 
Beleher the place on account of his 
being a colored man. The same 
questions are likely to come up with 
regard to other offices in the South. 
There appears to be two parties in 
this fight, and the Postmaster Gene- 
ral desires to get the best officers 
and is oppesed in some places by 
parties in interest claiming to be 
Republicans, because individuais 
whom he thinks would make the 
best officers they claim not always 
the best Republicans, as there has 
been a great deal of cutting of tickets 
down there. ‘These gentlemen Keep 
away from the Postmaster General, 
and are apparently trying to induce 
the President to listen to their polit- 
ical claims. 

Senator Gordon, of Georgia, and 
Representative Lamar,of Mississippi, 
have returned from New Hampshire. 
The Boston Jferald, Independent 
Republican, says editorially: The 
speeches made by Messrs. Gordon 
and Lamar in New Hampshire can- 
not fail to do good. The Southern 
question has been discussed too ex- 
clusively in the North by Northern 
men. We weleome to New England 
such representative Southern men 
as Messrs. Gordon and Lamar. 

“Theyfspeak thesentiments of the 
intelligent white citizens of the 
South; their evidence should quiet 
the apprehensions of the North that 
if the Southern States are allowed to 
govern themselves they will, in some 
way deprive, the colored peome of 
their political rights, if they do not 
remand them back into slavery. 

‘‘These gentlemen tell the people of 
New Han:pshire that the turbulance 
of the South comes entirely froma 
corrupt Government, and that the 
political rights of the negro can never 

be taken away from him, and that 
the talk of a new rebellion is absurd. 
Northern men have been going 
through New Hampshire preaching 
the danger of another rebellion and 
the reversion of the results of the 
war in relation tothe negro. Those 
who listened to Messrs. Gordon and 
Lamar cannot foil to be satisfied that 
what they want is local self-govern- 
ment. Itshould not bea party ques- 
tion. How long can we Keep States 
wrong side up by Federal bayonets ? 
We wish that Messrs. Gordon and 
Lamar could extend their travels and 
speeches in New Engiand, and with- 
out any party trammels whatever. 

hey could do much to convince our 
people that the time had come to se- 
cure local government to the South, 
and that we are preparing a chalice 
that will surely sooner or later be 
pressed to our own lips. 

“The question is vital to us as well 
as tothe South. We cannot sustain 
free institutions in one section while 
trampling tnem down in another, 
We must maintain liberty for all or 
submit to a despotism which wil 
deny the rights alike to all.”’
